IS COSTLY AND FREQUENTLY REQUIRES SEVERAL HOURS OF AN 
OPERATOR'S TIME TO OBTAIN A CONNECTION. FOR THIS REASON, 

AND FOR THE DEPARTMENT'S INFORMATION, WE HAVE OFTEN 
CABLED DEPARTMENT WITH REQUEST TO TRANSMIT TELEX MESSAGE 
TO US ADDRESS. IN MOST CASES, WE BELEIVE THIS PROCEDURE 
HAS WORKED WILL, BUT OCCASIONALLY, AS WITH THE REFERENCED 
MESSAGE FOR SWINDELL-DRESSLER. THE MESSAGE HAS NOT BEEN 
RECEIVED BY THE US COMPANY. NON-RECEIPT OF SUCH MESSAGES 
CAN CREATE ENORMOUS DIFFICULTIES BOTH FOR THE POST AND
